CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: I believe you may proceed, 

DR. BOEHM: I am now going to ask the witness concern- 
ing questions of propaganda, an act which the SS has been accused 
of by the Prosecution, that it was an a ctive part of the propaganda 
to instill National Socialist ideas and ideals, and that it was 
using it's propaganda powers in connection with the invasions of 
foreign countries in bringing about wars and the crimes against 
humanity. 

BY DR. BOEHM: 

Q. Witness since 1935, the SA was once again a legal 
party, as well as it's mgsnizations. І would like to ask you 
whether from the positions taken by the party's leaders and 
that of it's affiliated organizations, one could draw the con- 
clusion that the unit or the organization was an anti-social 
group or a criminal @ gmization? 

A The reason for the N S D P and the goals of the 
NS D P could never be suspected of being criminal. It is 
known that the S A was helpful to the party in obtaining the 
power within the country without a doubt, 

Q The indietment charges that the original SS men 
were fanatic Nazis or fanatic members of the National Socialist 


Party. Maybe you can tell us why and what the reason was 


that men united themselves in a block in 1921, or earlier, 
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in a block such as the SA, Maybe you can give us reasons, 
your opinion of kkakx those reasons, the time which was maybe 
even before 1921? 

A The answer to this question in my opinion would be 
best seen from the observation and development of all Germany 
at that time. І made in my memoirs, I believe it was para- 
graph 22, I described the conditions that Germany was in 
at that time. From that paragraph one has to see the wish 
of the German people to unite at that time and a wish to 
end all of this suffering and need. 

Q Ihe main reason was the revolution which took 
place in Munich at that time, which was ar ganized by the 
left wing group? 

A It was not just the Revolution in Munich,but riots 
and disunity sprang up all over Germany, and it was the fight 
ап ong the various parties, 

Q In your opinion, did the Kapp-Putsch for the occu- 
pation of Frmkfurt and Darmstadt by the French ka ve any thing 
to do with it? 

A All of these occasions Played a very big role. In 
addition to that there were riots and uprisings in upper 
Silesia, and the riots in the Rhineland. The political 
parties and the mgariXkmmx parlimentary parties, and both 


parties outside d' the parliment, each one had it's own 


ZEIfEX self-protection group. This disunity went dom as 


far as into families in which father and son were opposing 
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each other. It was a terrible disunity all over. , 

COLONEL SMIRNOV: I don't think it is necessary that 
we hear before this Court the same statements that are made 
in the propaganda books of the National Socialist Party, and 
it seems to me that according to the tenth paragraph of the 
rules of questioning, that the defense has to be in some way 
curtailed in asking such questions, 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Mr. Boehm, could you have this 
phase of the Nazi Party kept as brief as you possibly can 
because it really doesn't have a great deal of relevancy. 

DR. BOEHM:, Mr. President, I believe that if we 
cennot be here allowed to discuss in detail the origini of 
the National Socialist Party, and the reasons thereof, so 
far as the individual was concerned, if we cmnot discuss 
that here, I believe it will have to be done before the 
Court: 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: May I suggest that such 
should be left to the Tribunal, and the Tribunal can make 
their ruling on it. There is nothing in all of this ancient 
history which can be said to be relevant to the ruling of 
the Court. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Will you please instruct Mr.

A The Reich Propoganda leaders ordered or selected 
the propaganda speakers, 

MR. MASE: This question is quite general and 
is an incomplete question as to what kind of propaganda 
speakers, 

DR. BOEHM: The propaganda speakers in general, 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: You mmmkx might also mention 
the time of which he is speaking, what period of time, 

DR. BOEHM: The time is for 1921, 

BY DR. BOEHM: 


Q Could you tell me who selected the propaganda 
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speakers and what the text of these propaganda speeches was 
as a rule? 

A One has to differentiate between propaganda measures 
such as by speakers fæ the party, and secondly, the propaganda 
as it was done by the SA.’ This general propaganda was not 
supervised and was not directed by the S A, that 1s, the 
Speakers were not. These speakers drove around the country 
end spoke during meetings. The contents of these speeches 
in general were the goals of the party program, It will be 
too much to spesk of & propaganda of the SA by itself, The 
SA, however, did carry out propaganda to recruit members 
for it's organizations, Secondly, to strengthen the 1deas 
of community and comradeship, and it als made propaganda 
speeches, the SA as well as the Stahlhelm, in all othe 
patriotic units, as well as all other parties all the way 
to the left wing party. All had certain propaganda against 
Germany losing in the war, and finally the propaganda always 


asked for a revision of the Versailles Treaty by peaceful 


meetings IF ssid PEE That was about the main point 


of the propaganda by the SA, and this carrying out of the 
propaganda was done by mouth to mouth propaganda, talks, 
marching and meetings in which small speeches were held by 
SA leaders on patriotic holidays or similar occasions, as 


well as in the teachings of the SA. 
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Q In those small party speeches did the SA leaders 
speak against the Church through orders from the SA leaders? 

A The Church question did not ER play any part in the 
Speeches ar propaganda of either the SA or the party. 

Q Didn't those speeches upon occasion by the higher 
SA leaders make attacks on the Jewish matter? 

A As far as I know there were no regulations at al 
in the SA concerning the Jewish questions and no orders 
concerning the patriot and fight against the Jews. І do 
admit that in the SA paper "The SA Man", in various articles 
speeches of an anti-semitic nature occurred, 

Q During these speeches upon the request of the higher 
SA le aders, were they s þ pos e to а ve а semi-military attitude 
concerning the Youth in order to prepare them for a futnre 
offensive war? 

A No, never,

A I believe I answered that question bef ө, The SA 


was created as ап absolute necessity of self-defense, 


Q What was the reason for the actual re cessity? 
A I lived in thefentral German Industrial area after

which can be proved by questioning various witnesses or 


individual SA men, 
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Q Im't it true, especially in the Central German 
Industrial area where you were, that it was impossible 
for a National Socialist speaker to speak during a meeting 
unless he had a technical backing by a certain group of 
National Socialistg party menbers? 

A les,that is the way it was. In Central Germany

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: You certainly haven't indicated

Q Would you please explain to me, answer the question 
whether the SA was authorized to carry any weapons until 
the year 1955, and would you please tell us whether thrax 
there was not an œ der, a general mrüx law prohibiting all 
organizations from carrying such weapons?

Prosecution that the SA had attacked innocent and unarmed 
people? 

A That is not true, but I might add when we were 
attacked we answered back, 

Q Did the SA propaganda use any unlawful method s? 

A In no case. 

Q In other wards, the SA propaganda concerned only 
SA matters? 

A I don't want to say yes а no to that question. 

The propaganda of the SA is very similar in points tothe 
party's, and above all we tried to propagandize and create 
a comradeship and unity. 

Q The Prosecution has presented a number of newspapers 
which were supposed to be propaganda papers for the party, 
among them, the "SA Men", What connection was there between 
the newspaper, "The SA Mm" and the highest party leadership? 

A kx If I remember correctly, the newspaper of the 
SA, the "SA Man" carried the headlines: "The Official Organ 
of the SA Leadership." In reality that was not the case 
since the paper was an individual paper just like any other 


and belon:ed to the Eher Verlag Publication Company. The 
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newspaper had an editor who was independent from the SA. 


Q Was it a private newspaper or a paper that was kept 


by the SA leadership? 


A lt was a paper just lile any other, only that it was 


brought out once a week and belonged to the Eher Verla g Publi- 
cation Company. The SA leadership did not have any important 
influencex upon the contents of the newspaper, 

Q Is it true that the paper "The SA Man" was consider- 
ed a glamour sheet in the circles of the SA? 

A Yes, that is right. 

Q , Was there any compulsion to buy it, "The SA Man" by 
members Ex of the party? 

A No, if Iremember correctly about 200,000 copies 
were printed and the strength of the SA wasone and a half 
million. It sometimes happened that nc even the Sturm 
had a copy of the newspaper, 

Q lsn't it right this paper was prohibited by the 
Fuehrer? 

A Yes. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: Which paper was that э 
the SA Мап? 

INTERPRETER: Yes, 
BY DR. BOEHM: 

Q Did any other papers exist that propagandized in the 
name of the SA or for the SA? 


A We later on had a paper which was nd published 
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officially, the "Der SA Fuehrer" or S A Leader. Then sham 
there was one calld Kampfschriften, and it ceased after a 
few months, First of all the contents were in no way what 
the SA leadership wanted, and tnese things were read by 
almost nobody. I, for instance, don't know themugxxxxfkat There were 
ния supposed to have been five thousand copies printed. 
Q There was another paper called thexBx&SxRx Die Sa, 
and was your relationship to this paper the same as it was to the 
ЕнкхЗахКиянинкхав "SA Mm" or were there otha conditions 
p evailing in this case? 
A Yes, it was яй a different idea. The &x Die Sa 
was published during the war and it was chiefly a liason 
paper between the man at home and the SA men that were in 
the field. 
Q Вөѓа e discussing the paper and the order prohibit- 
ngaua ing publication tha eof, of the "SA MAN", do you 
know what happened to the Editor? 


A The Editor was dismissed and he was supposed to 


be removed by the SA but the beginning of the war stopped 
these proceedings. 

Q Would you please, witness, tell us of the thoughts 
of the SA men and their families,about their attitude toward 
different thinking political persons? 


A Until 1933 the SA was on the &fm defensive against 


these inner political enemies, and after 1933, upon order from 
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Roehm the party of the SA was asked to give the hand of 

peace to it's former political enemies in order to create 
union, and not only individuel persons, but entire groups 

were taken into the NSDA after the time of 1935 when requested. 

Q Isn't it also true that people of other political 
ideas were taken into the SA and there had a terrible effect 
upon the group? 

A That is ‘true. To that the answer can be found in 
the sworn affidavits in my memoirs as well as in actual 
German Courts of Record. 

Q Do you know that the SA men in their capacity 
as SA men committed any war crimes? 


A May I ask what I am supposed to consider war crimes? 


Q I cannot think of any possible way from my talks 


with other SA men but by the Prosscution the SA has been 
accused of certain re, and I am wondering whether 
your duty as a leading SA member could give some kind of 
information about that? 

A War crimes were not committed by the SA. The SA

BY DR. BOEHM: 

Q Ihe SA has been accused of crimes against humanity. 
Now individual crimes against humanity by individual SA men 
kaz have been proven by the Prosecution as far as 1955, and 
a few cases in 1952, and also a few in 1931, in which members 
of the Jewish faith were mistreated and beaten. But this 
only concerns a fery few incidents in 1933, and even in 1938 
a very low percentage of SA men took part in the demonstrations. 
I would like to ask you whether these men acted on behalf of 
the SA leadership and if the SA leadership allowed such crimes 
or such incidents by SA men?

you, counsel, comede that these offenses were committed by 
members of the SA?

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: The answer was yes?

In these cases mmmzx there 
were concerned about eight or ten SA merb ers. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: The witness may answer defense 
counsel's previous question, 

THE WITNESS: The SA leadership did not order nor 
allow any crimes against humsnity. The SA as an organization, 


and I can call ever single SA man as a witness, did not 
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participate in any crimes against humanity. Wherever, the 
SA heard of riots or mistreatmemts by individual members 
it dealt out strong sentences, 

BY DR. BOEHM: 

Q Did it also hand out sentences in the cases that 
took place in 1938? 

A It, itself, punished of fenders, as well as various 
civil courts. 

DR. BOEHM: Mr. President, I would like to ask 
about four or five questions about the social work of the 
SA.

A The SA created a so-called Dankopfer der Nation, 
an expression of gratitude by the Nation. For that money 
was collected from the SA men and from that money apartments 
were built, one@third of which went to SA members, andax one- 
third of which went to members of other orgmizations and 
one-third to people who did not belong to any party. This 
was left to conductors by SA Obergruppenfuehrer Oberlindobor 
of the œ gm ization of the disabled veterans. 

Q I wish you would make a statement concerning the 
hona ranks of the SA? 

A The honorary members of the SA did not have my- 
thing to say in the SA. They only wore the SA uniform. They 
had the right in the case of meetings and demonstrations to 
wear that uniform. The rank that was given to them was 
mare or less an hona? a degree for the work or for the durkess 
that they had, They did not have any rightz to in any way 
influence the SA and were not informed by the SA le adership 
of current developments, 

Q I have heard from a number of SA men that I have 
questioned that the defense in the SA was not merely the

COMMANDER FELTON: If the Court please, that question 
is very leading and certainly objectionable in it's present 
form it seems to me.

As far аз 1 know, the orders for them occupation of the buildings of 
the Trade Unions were issued partly by the State authorities, and partly by 
the Party authorities. Such orders were issued to frustrate, from the very 
beginning, the threatening uprising. The order for the use of SA forces af 
for that purpose was not issued by word but was approved by word. After the 
capture of the buildings of the Trade Unions, the SA units in most cases 
were retired immedistely on the same day. 

Q Who originated the dissolution of the Trade Unions? Was it the job 
of the SA leadership,kKxk or did the order emanate from the SA leadership? 

A Most certainly the orders for the dissolution 2 of the Trade Unions 
were not issued by the SA leadership. Certainly not by Roehm. I can only 
suppose from whom that originated. 

Q What was the motive to dissolve the Trade Unions? 

A The Trade Unions were partly a class organization. It was the inten 
tion of Dr. Ley to create the Deutsche Arbeitsfront, an organization composed 
of people who were engaged in any kind of umertaking, both employer and 
employee, because he wanted to create a unified front of working people, and 
therefore he desired to dissolve the Trade Unions, 

Q You stated before that they had issued their members armament? Were 
any of these arms ever found? 

A Yes, there are instances of aaptured arms, and those arms were? par-

A At that time the general uniform for all belonging to the Party was

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was only distinguished by a black ribbon. Whereever such brown shirts made 
an appearance, the impression was created that it was the SA, even if the 
SA didn't participate at all. 

Q Did the SA derive any financial advantage from the confiscation of 
the property of the Trade Unions? 

А І believe that I can most certainly answer that question іп the negative. 

Q Did the SA perform any other confiscations? 

A Yes, I know that the Sa confiscated the property and installations of 
athletic associations of political enemies. 

Q Апа who issued the orders for such measures? 

That, І da'!t know . 


And what were the motives?

A The motive was, in all cases, to frustrate any resistance movement.

Did the SA derive any financial advantages from such measures? 

A Мо, the funds were always turned over for public funds and I happened 
to have come across a court sentence referring to such an instance. In that 
instance, members of an SA formation who wanted to fetain funds, not for them- 
selves, Bag but for their SA formations, were punished f£mxx by high fines because 
they had made that attempt. The individual was Obersturmbannfuehrer Hill, who 
belonged to Sturmbann 308. Also, Hauptsturmfuehrer Schaller. The sentence was 
pronounced by the Court at Dresden. 1 myself know that Schaller submitted an 
appeal for pardon to Stabschef Lutze, and Lutse refused to grant that pardon. 

Q ts the transfer of the Trade Unions to be interpreted as a revolutionary 
measure? if one has in mind, for instance, the transfer of the unions as it 


took place іп the cities of Halle am or (образ, would that apply? 
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A i am in no position to express opinions here. Such a transfer was 
considered by br. Ley merely as a revolutionary measure. 1 only knew that 
the SA leadership had nothing to do with tne initiating of that transfer. As 


a mater of fact, 1 might state, however, that in йк some places, and I might 


add, that at that time I was still engaged in mining and had good connections 


with the Trade Unions in those places, I might say that the transfer was mm accon- 
plished without any friction , and officials of the Trade Unions were taken over 
by the new set up in most positions. 
Having read the indictment, I noted a few names of живкихі secretaries 
of Trade Unions who had been transferred from one set up to the new. 
Q Could you mention a few mames? 
А Hesse, Kolh, Kubach, and Holzapüe. These are four names which I remember 
from£xEm the city of Halle. 
Q What was the position of the chiefs of Staff of the SA in regard to the 
transfer of the Trade Unions? 
MR. MASE: May I cell attention to the Commissioner again that the 
witness is using notes. 
CAPT. TUBRIDY: Could we please have your testimony without the use of 
your notes? 
WITNESS: I was permitted, this morning, to testify as far as possible 
using my notes. I used my notes only when I used my glasses, because

О What attitude did MxxxXxmmk Stabschef Roehm take in regard to that

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A Stabschef Roehm took, in that matter, a position entirely different 


from that taken by Dr. Ley. Roehm desired to gain the Trade Unions and nd 
to destroy them. 

Q In that connection, therefore, there existed a terrible conflict 
between Ley and Rochm? 

^ Yes, 

0 Did that conflict of opinions have an influence also on the Social 
EmkXkkEx program of the SA? xTkxhoamxxxx I mean, what kind of a social program 
did Roehm wish to realize? 

A It was the desire of Roehm to gather all forces on a social basis. .. 

M. MONNERAY: We are not dealing with the social progzam of the SA or 
of any organization. 

MR. ASCHENAUER: May І pmt point out first that the indictment has 
dwelled on the subject of the occupation of the Trade Unions. Secondly, ik 
wasikima beana th: indictment claims that the Nazi Party, or the SA, 
is for one common unity. For this reason, the defense must be permitted to 
disprove those points of the indictment. For this reason, I have to dwell on 
conflicting points of view in the Nazi Party or one of its sub-orgaBizations. 
I have to do жиі that also in connection with documents I am presenting because 
as a last witness, 1 wish to present a man who will show the terrible conflict 
among personalities in the Party. These conflicts were not only of a personal 
nature, but were шхи also fmof deep thought. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: I do not think that matter is an issue. 

HR. ASCHENAUER: To what matter arë you referring? 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: To these deep political differences in the Nazi party. 

MR. ASCHENAUER: I have to put those questions because in connection with 


the case, Wal, the little importance or the lack of all importance of the SA 
Lt t 
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is to be proven. 

COL. SMYRNOW: Do you really believed that the psychological discussion 
relating to the case of Roehm has anything to do with the case which we have to 
decide right now? 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: Could you confineé$ yourself right-now to the issues 
with which the SA is charged? 

MR. ASCHENAUER: May I say that my questions have a definihe relation 
to the charges of the indictment, The first charge is that the ЗА has been а 
tool of the conspiracy in the dcin for power ЕЖ during the years 1921 to 
1933, and that it was merely one phase in that proposed conspiracy. The other 
is the offensive war in Europe. For that reason, all hostile forces had to be 
eliminated by kem terror. The social program of Roehm is in relation to that Р 
therefore I kaxa ask, what was the xxmxmf£xxmmx attitude of Roehm to all of these 
questions? 

We are concerned here, not with psychological questions, as the Russian 
Prosecutor states, but we are concerned with factual questions. I therefore 
must ask for an answer to my question.

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in which the SA has been describéd as an organization of the Party. By that 
law, there should be provegm the uniformity of purposes of Party and SA. From 
that law, the indictment drew the conclusion that there was a common unitty 
of the Nazi Party and its formations, and the case of Roehm proves that that 
contention is incorrect. For that reason again, I hae to put that question. 
CAPT. TUBRIDY: Are you trying to prove by the Roehm Putsch that the 
NXXyxR Nazi Party was not хим responsible іп any way for the alleged perse- 
cution? Is that your point?

WITNESS: I was the Deputy Chief of Staff from November 1939 on and 
I was a member of the Staff of the Chief of Staff since November 1933.

I have to dwell on the following two points: The SA as a tool for the suppression 
of the Trade Unions, and the SA as & tool for the completion of offensive war- 
fare. For that reason, both questions are inter-related and connected with 
each other. 

TUBRIDY: Very well, will you go on to disprove that the SA was 
a tool in furthering offensive warfare, 
BY MR. ASCHENAUER: 

Q I have to dwell on the questions of the Trade Unions because the indict- 

ment charged that the Trade Unions had been resolved to get rid of an element 
which could have opposed aggressive warfare. I therefore, with pemmission of 


the Court, would like to ask, what were the social goals of Roehm? 


A One, in connection with the labor momement, to keep the Trade Unions 


in existence. Secondly, he desired an entirely militaristic socialist people's 
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Q Was it the purpose of the meeting called by Roehm to take place at 
Kulmbacher Tagung, Was-Lhe-purpose of this meebing to demonstrate against 
the dissolution of the Trade Unions as conceived by Ley? 

A Early in 1934, Roehm invited leaders of industrial employees and 
also trade union representatives, irrespective of their Party affiliations, 
to participate in a сопҒегепсе,жі At that occasion, all participants should 
have an opportunity to discuss the proliems freely, and without any limi- 
tatims. They should discuss there everything which was their concern and 
it was Roehm!'s intention to proclaim there his social aims and goals. He 
desired to obtain an uncolored picture of the consequence of the program 
initiated by Ley. He wanted to be able » if possible, to take measures to 
remedy the situation. The death of Roehm on June Amy 30, 1934, made the 
accomplishment of that goal impossible, 

Q Were the conflicts in the Naxx Nazi Party in that connection new? 

A No, these conflicts were not new. For instance, Roehm had been in 
agreement on the Trade Union question only with Gregor Strasse. 

Q Were there also conflicts of opinion withmx the Reichsschatzmeister 
Schwarz, the man in charge of the Finances of the Party? 

A I do hot know whether Жейилкк that conflict with Scwarz was in regard 
to that question but I do know there were conflicts on that question with 
regard to other members, 

O Isn't it true that Schwarz destroyed the program of Roehm? 

A The institution called Nothilfe, which was a social and welfare fund 
of the SA, was destroyed and the zum main murein Source in that was Bormann. 


The purpose of that institution was to f£mmux secure employment, and to secure 


living accommodations and give other kind of xixxx Social assistance to SA men. 
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Q Did those conflicts develop only in the so-called period of struggle 
before the seizure of power? 

A Yes, 

Q What groups of persmalities were facing each other in these conflicts? 

A There were various groups of personalities involved. Drechsler asd against 
Hitler; Esser еы ; Hitler against Dinter in the church question.  noehm 
against Strasser. 

COL. SMYRNOY: It seems that we are making the same mistake that we made 
earlier |

Lutze re jected 
a proposal made to him by Bormann жікихі to the effect that SA men should leave 
the church. I, as Deputy Chief of the SA, was a church member and Lutze was 
well aware of that fact. Consecration of SA flags in SA places were performed 
in church buildings. They exercised an order by the SA leadership that there 
should not be any SA services scheduled for the time when divine mx? services 
were held, and at any rate, not to pass by churches marching and singing while 
Hifimx divine services were going оп at the time.

But one thing 
is certain, Roehm did not desire a politial State ‚йы always expressed 
himself, to "create martyrs", 


Q What were the strategic aims of Roehm? 
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A The aim which Roehm pursued in reference to military matters and 
military training were in opposition to other forces which finally brought 
about his defeat. Roehm desired the creation of a people's military force. 

Q Did Roehm plan to create such a military force in the course of 
negotiations with the Western powers, or did he want to lu bring it into 
existence as a fait accomplis? 

A Without any doubt, Roehm desired to reach that ЖЕ goal only by 


negotiations and I meme: personally witnessed a number of his co nversations

МА. ASCHENAURR: ners aro innumerable documents referring to 
Bormann and equally innumerable documents referring to Himmler and therefore 
it is quite necessary to demonstrate their connoction to the SA and to their 
persecution of the church. From that conflict, we can draw the conclusion 
as to the real relaticnship of the Sa to the Church, 


CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: Was there any conflict betwoen the SA and 


WITNESS: No. 

CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: There was no conflict whatsoever? 

WITNSSS: No, Roehm himself was a member cf the church. Iutze 
rejected a proposal made to him by Bormann to the effect thet SA men should 
lsave the church. I, as Daputy Chief of theSa, was a church member and 
Lutwe was well aware of that fact. Consecration of SA flags in Sa places 
were performed in church buildings. They exercised an order by the SA 
leadership that thera should not be any Sa services scheduled for the time 
when divine services were held, end et any rate, not to pass by churches 


marching and singing while divine services were going on at the time. 


% What was tho attitude of the SA toward tho racial question, 
particularly to Hinsler's theories of a master race? 

А The racial question, and tha question cf a master rece did not 
play any part in the philosophy and the training program or propaganda cf 
the SA, neither under Roshm or his successor, Lutze. 

Q What position did the Sû take in regard to Marriage, particularly 
in regard to that position toward Marriage as it was taken by a member 
in the Party, and especially by Himmler? 

A In that question, we differed strongly from the point of view as 


represented by the SS. 
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Q And what was the position which Roehm took towards tha Mazi 


idsalogy of Rosenberg? Roehm, in his positicn as Chief of Staff of the Sa, 
and as leader of the SA, tcok what position? 

А I previously stated already that the book, the "Myth of the 20th 
Century" by Rosenberg did not play any role in the Sa, and that mst of its 
members never even read ite Roehm hinsolf was much too uncomplicated a 
perscnality and much down to earth that he would nct havo concerned the 
SA men with such a type of philosophy. His only program was a realistic 
training of Sa men, particularly in the theory of socialism, 

Q What was the effect of those conflicts between the SA end SS in the 
Nazi Party? 

4 The Sa went its own way as I have shown, At least, under Rosh, 
it didn't allow the leadership of the Party to influence its cause, 

Q What were the domestic aims of Roehm? 

А I would like to quote again the words cf Roehn which I qucted 
before, "that it was the purpose of the SA now, after the seizure of power, 
to justify the confidence which the Party had given it among the German people 
end to increase the feeling of comradeship and to strengthen it." But one 
thing is certain, Roehm did not desire a politial State and as he always 
expressed himself, to "create martyrs", 

Q What were the strategic aims of Roehn? 

A The aim which Roehm pursued in reference tẹ military matters and 
military training were in Opposition to other forces which finally brought 
about his defeat. Roehm desired the creation of a people's military forces, 

б Did Roehm plan to create such a military force in the course of 
negotiations with the Western powers, or did he want to bring it into 
existence as a fait accompli? 

A Without any doubt, Roshm desired to reach that goal only by 
negotiations and I personally witnessed a number of his conversations before 
1933 when he expressed himself that way. 

CAPTAIN TUBIDY: Mr. Aschenauer, how many more questions have 
ycu? 
МК. ASCHENAUSR: By now I have exhausted only 1/8 of the 


questions, 
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CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: I am afraid that we cannot have the witness 


tomorrow for that length of time. I think we will adjourn.
